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Best Solution to Tough Problem 


Gov. DiSalle has found himself more and 
more on the spot lately in his efforts to stamp 
out comm ercialized crim e in Ohio. 
Despite the sincerity of his intentions, he 
las been em barrassed by reports of con­ 
tinued gambling and vice operations in what 
have been traditionally the most wide-open 
counties in the state. 
Some of the resulting criticism that has 
been aim ed at the DiSalle administration is 
unjustified. The greater injustice, however, 
is that the flurry of angry controversy dis­ 
tracts attention from the real issue that faces 
the people of Ohio 
The sate does not have the police authority 
to do the job even when it wants to 
Gov. DiSalle has stated repeatedly that he 
does not favor the creation of a state police 
force. Yet, the sum of his explanations for 
why he has not been more effective in his 
attack on racketeering makes the best argu­ 
ment foi one 
He hag emphasized, 
with 
a 
Legislative 
Service Commission report to back him up, 
that Ohio statutes give local officials prim ary 
responsibility for enforcing all laws, including 
state law .s. 
But this does no* solve the problem created 
by local officials who willfully or unwittingly 
do not accept that responsibility. 


GOV. DISALLE has tried to use publicity 
as a weapon against complacence. It has not 
worked, notably in Jefferson and Belmont 
counties, 
prim arily 
because 
the 
publicity 
did not reveal anything that was not already 
common knowledge. 
The state can move, through the attorney 
general’s office, to conduct its own investiga­ 
tion. as has been done in Stark County at the 
request of a former grand jury foreman 
But this has a number of drawbacks, as 
the governor himself has conceded. 
One is that it is a cumbersome process 
which, if it cleans up a stained county at 
•ll. is likely to provide only a temporary 
cure. 
Another drawback is that the attorney gen­ 
e ra l’s staff and funds are limited and the 
attorney general has many othe-- legal duties 
to perform for the state. It is doubtful he 


could b t expected to conduct more than on® 
thorough investigation at a time, and that is 
not an effective way to stamp out—perman* 
ently—all the racketeering in the entire state. 


THE GOVERNOR may use both the State 
Highway Patrol and the liquor enforcement 
division. 
The patrol is a model organization in term s 
of morale, ability, training and integrity. But 
its authority to act is limited to state high­ 
ways and state property. 
The liquor enforcement division leaves a 
lot to be desired as an organization, and the 
governor, 
through 
his 
liquor 
departm ent 
chiefs, is trying now to give it a rebirth in 
the image of the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation. 
But upgrading the personnel, desirable as 
that 
us. will not solve the division's two 
basic problems as an antiracke^eering police 
force 
'D It has no authority to act unless 
the liquor laws are in some way involved. 
<2> It will still be too sm all and restricted 
to do a thorough job where local officials 
fail. 
Recognition of these weaknesses in 
the 
state’s police power led at least two of Gov. 
DiSalle’x predecessors, Frank J. Lausche and 
C William O'Neill, to favor establishment of 
a state police force. Many other states have 
turned to such agencies as a way to fight 
racketeering, 
including 
most of those sur­ 
rounding Ohio. 
THERE IS NO DOI BT that a proposal to 
set up an Ohio police force would meet with 
opposition, some of it sincerely fearful of a 
G estapolike monster. Rut the example J 
the FBI and experience with police forces 
in other states show that it Is possible to 
create, direct and empower such an agency 
without falling victim to the perils of a police 
state. 
We appreciate the governor’s sincerity in 
try ing to make Ohio clean and keep it that 
way. We sympathize with the problems he 
is having. 
Rut we believe that he and his successors 
will continue to have those problems until 
the Legislature gives the state the only proper 
tool to do the job—a state police force.

From Southern Rhodesia, a Brit­ 
ish 
possession 
in 
east 
central 
Africa, has come the strange story 
of the "Abominable Veldman,” a 
creature said to be half man, half 
animal. 


British officials have been inves­ 
tigating reports that this strange 
creature — known in local lan­ 
guage as a towoloshe — bewitched, 
seduced and eventually caused the 
death of an African woman. 
The woman victim, so the story 
goes, went to court to divorce her 
husband because, she claimed, he 
had left her at home alone at night 
with the huge towoloshe while he 
went on hunting trips.

Since Aesop died 2.520 years ag°- 
it is impossible to know what was 
in his mind when he wrote the fable 
about the dog that dropped his 
bone when he saw the shadow cf 
a bone on the water 
But the les­ 
son draw-n from the story over the 
centuries is that human beings oft­ 
en 
drop 
the 
substance 
for 
the 
shadow. 
This lesson applies to that large 
and growing segment of the popula­ 
tion which has passed age 65. The 
appeal to this group, so numerous 
in votes, by the medical aid bills 
introduced by Sen 
Kennedy and 
Rep. Forand is in line with the 
fable 
Let us first examine the nature 
and economic status of this group 
which has suddenly attracted the 
interest of politicians 
There are 
now more than 16 million Ameri­ 
cans over 65 years of age 
Of 
these four million are gainfully 
employed. 


IF 
WE 
CONSIDER 
that 
m o st 
are m arried to women of their 
own age, a considerable number 
more are enjoying the sam e eco­ 
nomic status as other m em bers 
of the population. 
Eleven million 
are eligible for Old Age and Sur­ 
vivors Insurance Benefits. 
A fairly large number of these 
who have passed the age of 72 
get the benefits whether they are 
earning a good income or not. I 
know of one man whose fortune 
exceeds 50 million doJlars who has 
been drawing the benefits for three 
years. 
The Kennedy-Forand plan would 
not reach two million now on Old 
Age Assisiance or the V k mil­ 
lion who are not getting Old Age 
Assistance. 
The property ownership ot a con­ 
siderable majority of those over 
65 is considerable. The average in­ 
come of all over-65 men is $2,100. 
Women in that group average $800. 
Seventy per cent of those receiv­ 
ing OASI benefits own their own 
homes, 87 per cent of which are 
m ortgage free. This must be taken 
into consideration as income and 
property. 
Moreover, the median net worth 
of all retired people increased in 
the six years between 1951 and 
1857 from $5,610 to $9,616. This 


does not include the cash surrender 
value of the life insurance policies 
owned by the aged. 
In nine years the median in­ 
come of men over 65 has increased 
by 50 per cent, while that of young­ 
er men has increased only 25 per 
cent. 
It is probable that not more than 
12 per cent of the people over 65 
can be classed as the genuinely 
needy poor. And there are many 
provisions 
already 
in 
existence 
which provide assistance for them. 


BI T EVERY PERSON w th sav­ 
ings, w’ith insurance, with some 
sort of private pension and with 
OASI benefits is mortally endan­ 
gered by inflation. 
This danger is what President 
Eisenhower is thinking about when 
he opposes not only the Kennedy- 
Forand plan but other proposals to 
spend federal money for some sort 
of aid for the elderly. They are 
a greater danger to retired people 
than to those now employed who 
with the increa.se of inflation are 
likely to get more income 
Rut 
the 
Kennedy-Forand 
plan 
would extend a service indiscrim 
inately to all who are getting OAS] 
benefits 
Si me will need it: most will not 
But the cost will be exacted from 
the millions who are paying the 
taxes to provide the money needed 
for the proposed service. 
No doubt, with increased medical 
costs there are many who need 
assistance of some kind beyond 
what is already provided The na­ 
tion is rich enough to meet those 
needs. Rut the Kennedy-Forand ap­ 
proach would worsen the situation 
of the genuinely needy, while 
it 
would 
scatter 
money over 
mil­ 
lions who do not need it 
It is not a real effort to Isolate 
a need and to provide a specific 
remedy.’ 
it is. as Rep. Thomas 
Curtis called it, "a grapeshot blast 
at a smoke-shrouded target.” 
It is a blast designed to bag a? 
many votes rn an election year as 
possible. 
Another aspect of the m atter Is 
the extent to which through gov­
